The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 12, line 6, after "catalyst" Insert "precursor". 

Claim 19, step "(d)", change "catalysts" to "catalyst". 

Cancel claim 34 as being both non-compliant and a duplicate of claim 12. 

It should be noted that the response filed February 1 5, 2005 indicates 
claims 13, 17 and 19 are cancelled. This is incorrect. These claims were 
amended in the response. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fails to teach or suggest the specifically claimed carbon 
content of the catalyst precursor. The prior art also fails to teach or suggest the 
specifically claimed process for making the precursor, namely the prior art reacts 
the source of vanadium and the source of phosphorus at the same time with the 
alcohol/polyol mixture. In the parent application it was determined that the 
precursor composition was different from the prior art precursor, therefore the 
instantly claimed catalyst composifion which results from activating the precursor 
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will also be expected to be different from the prior art catalyst compositions. 
Further, it would appear from the instant specification that the combination of 
employing the specifically claimed process steps and using the claimed ratio of 
components, directly results in the obtained carbon content. The specification 
also teaches that the particularly selected calcination leaves a different residual 
carbon content, which results in the best performance and such was not 
recognized by the prior art of record.
